a course can lie followed without war­ 
like reprisals, inasmuch as diplomatic 
protests may properly stand as the 
duo notification of the 
belligerents 
that their course has the 
American 
government’s disapproval, 
and 
even 
condemnation, and may properly form 
the basis of claims for damages after 
the restoration of jieace. 
Thus we 
may prevent the final hardening into 
tile law* of nations of precedents that 
carry civilized warfare back to the 
vicious practices of the middle ages.

“America must learn thrift and cease to be the 
nation of heaviest borrowers. 
Only IO per cent of 
the American people save, while in some European 
countries as high as 60 per cent of the population 
are thrifty. The big Job before our bankers and the 
one-tenth who save is to open the eyes and minds 
of the great mass of people to the fact that their 
welfare necessitates thrift.’’ 
This is the view of 
\V. R. Morehouse, assistant cashier of the German 
American Trust and Savings bank of Los Angeles, 
as expressed before the Master Plumbers’ Associa­ 
tion at a meeting tills week. Continuing his address 
Mr. Morehouse.said: 
“Although America is among tile greatest of na­ 
tions, lier people are now the most extravagant, a 
condition which threatens the nation’s fundamental 
prosperity. 
As a rule, the American spends his 
earnings as though America owed him a living. 
Is 
it not true that whatever salary you pay Hie average 
American lie will spend the entire amount. Unfor­ 
tunately, nine-tenths of our American people do not 
consider what difficulties may confront them in the 
very near future, and seldom calculate that if theii 
income is cut off they may actually suffer for food. 
Only when it is too late do they wish that they had 
saved when there was plenty and they were generally 
prosperous. 
“America is the richest nation because untold 
wealth has simply been forced upon it. W e are also 
heavy borrowers, because, in tile last analysis, we 
are unwilling to make an effort necessary to sup­ 
ply our own capital by the practice of economy. We 
sometimes forget that tile great railroads to which 
we refer with characteristic American, pride were 
built on borrowed capital, almost none of which has] 
ever been repaid. 
Where did we borrow tills money 
The truth is, the money came directly from Europe.] 
and represented tile savings of our European neigh ] 


hors.America faces the necessity in the near future 
of buying hack in gold millions of dollars’ worth 
of American securities now owned by the common 
people of Europe. 
“lf 35,000,000 French people in 1870 were able to 
produce $1,000,000,000 in two years and five months 
following a war, the 100,000,000 American people, in 
times of peace, ought to be able to meet any reason­ 
able demand. 
Put it will take French thrift applied 
to their every-day life to supply all the funds neces­ 
sary to meet our obligations. 
They can, hut will 
they? Not of their own volition, therefore it is a mat­ 
ter for our hankers, and they may find it necessary 
to do a vast amount, ofAivangelistic work along thrift 
lines. 
This may mean a nation-wide reformation 
along the lines of saving. The inbred habit of spend, 
spend, spend, must be conquered and banished from 
America. 
“ Every American should acquire the saving habit 
before lie is thirty and at fifty should have a suffi­ 
cient income to keep himself and family through his 
[declining years. 
Tile teaching of thrift should begin 
witli tim children’s toys and as growing boys and 
girls they should be encouraged to save for some defi­ 
nite purpose, such as education, a home', or a fund 
to enter business. 
Systematic and not spasmodic 
(saving is what wins. Always have an object in saving. 
here are hundreds of thrift plans, any one of which 
[creates u desire to save and will thus help to sup­ 
plant extravagance. 
There is no one temporal tiling 
[that would mean more to the future of the American 
people than a thorough conversion to thrift. Give 
thrift the right of way in their lives and you will 
soon have a happy and contented nation. 
“While it is not imperative that the thrifty person 
[should have a wide knowledge of investments, lie 
hould he able to discern between a safe investment 
[ami a hazardous one. 
The principal use of a saving 
hank to a man who is thrifty and knows how to in­ 
vest should he as a place in which to accumulate 
funds for investment.’’

Growth of Electric Plants 


In the report of the Bureau of the Census for the 
year ended December 31, 1912, it is shown that the 
output of the electric light and power generating 
stations of the country increased from 5,3(52,000,000 
kilowatt hours in 1907 to 11,533,000,000 kilowatt hours 
in 1912, or practically doubling in five years. At 
the same time the number of revenue passengers 
carried by the electric railways oj the country in­ 
creased from 7,441,000,000 to 9,546,000,000, or more 
than 25 per cent. 
The greatest output of electrical 
energy by the light and power stations of any one 
stute in 1912 was that for New York, 2,175,000,000 
kilowatt hours. 
The greatest increase during the 
ten year period ended in 1912 was shown by Califor­ 
nia, whose output rose from 153,000,000 kilowatt 
hours in 1902 to 1.747,000,000 in 1912, making a gain 
of 1,594,000,000 kilowatt hours. 
The highest pro­ 
portionate gain, however, was for South Carolina, 
in which state the increase was from about 18,400,000 
kilowatt hours in 1902 to nearly 356,800,000 kilowatt 
hours in 1912, or 1,836 per cent. 
The foregoing 
figures relate only to current generated for sale, 
and do not, therefore, cover the very large amount 
of electrical energy generate^ by electric railways, 
manufacturing plants, and other enterprises for their 
own consumption. 


Trade in War Supplies 
W ar supplies, arms and ammunition which have 
been purchased in the United States by the allies 
since the war broke out is estimated at one billion 
dollars. 
Manufacturers of arms, ammunition and ex­ 
plosives will not admit that they have received or­ 
ders of any kind. 
Their factories are guarded to 
such an extent that entrance is impossible. In all 
arms and ammunition factories even the workmen 
are compelled to have passes on which their photos 
are affixed in order to get by the guards, who not 
only watch the entrances to the factories, hut prac- 
tit ally surround them. 
There are fifty-seven fac­ 
tories in tile United States manufacturing firearms 
and ammunition exclusively. These employ In normal 
times about 20,000 persons, hut now, when every 
factory is working double and triple time, the num­ 
ber of employees has increased to about 50,000. 
The manufacturers of firearms and ammunition do 
not make explosives. 
This is a separate industry 
and consists of about 103 establishments scattered 
through twentv-one different States. 
The capital 
employed in tins industry is about $25,000,000, and 
the normal production is 250,000,000 pounds of ex­ 
plosives, but this output lias been doubled because 
of tile war orders. 
Additions and new factories have 
been established, and in many of the guncotton and 
high-explosive plants three shifts of men are being 
worked iii order to till orders. 


No Oil Land Legislation 
Oil land remedial legislation which was expected 
from Congress did not materialize the final adjourn­ 
ment occurring without any action being taken. A 
relief measure had been passed by the House pro­ 
viding for a general oil-leasing system. 
When the 
measure reached the Senate that body struck out 
from the bill all provisions except the one author­ 
izing the Secretary of the Interior to lease in his 
discretion all lands to operators whose entries were 
made before Ju ly I, 1910, if they would surrender 
all claims to such lands. This was on Tuesday night. 
The measure as amended was then sent to confer­ 
ence committee. 
The California delegation in Con­ 
gress made every effort to get tho measure through 
but despite their efforts the bill died in conference. 
A telegram to The Financial News yesterday from 
Congressman Wm. D. Stephens told the story in few 
words. 
The message said “ Remedial oil legislation 
tailed to pass both houses.’’ 
The result is to leave 
matters stand as decided by the United States Su­ 
preme Court in the case of the Midwest Oil Com­ 
pany. 


An official of the Midwest Oil company, speaking 
of the decision of the United States Supreme Court 
claims that the really valuable lands are unaffected 
by the withdrawal order or the court findings. 
He 
is quoted by the W all Street Journal as follows: 


“ The suit just decided was brought by the Govern­ 
ment at tile request of the Midwest Oil Company 
to the-end that this question might be settled so 
that progress could be made in title matters. It 
was impossible to advance at all so long as the 
validity of the withdrawal was undetermined. 
The 
present decision, while contrary to the opinion of 
two Federal District justices, of many lawyers, in­ 
terested and disinterested textbook and law' maga­ 
zine writers, nevertheless points the way of the 
Midwest Oil Company and associated companies own­ 
ing lands in the Salt Creek field. 
“ This decision directly affects ICO acres of land 
lying outside of the really valuable oil producing 
area. 
As to these really valuable lands it is the con­ 
tention of the owners that they were in their posses­ 
sion in process of development prior to September 
27, 1909, tile date of tile withdrawal order whose 
validity has just been sustained, and, therefore, that 
these lands are unaffected by the withdrawal order 
or this decision. 
Had the decision been favorable 
tile rights of owners in the really valuable lands 
would have been settled finally as a matter of prin­ 
ciple. 
Being unfavorable the result is to require of 
the owners a different and more extended line of 
proof. 
“ As to the time and circumstances of the situation 
of title to the oil claims in this litigation and in all 
other matters of mutual interest we have met the 
Government and they have met us on a fair and 
open basis of dealing and we have no reason to 
believe that we will receive from the* Government 
anything hut broad and fair treatment when all of 
the facts are presented. While, therefore, the result 
is disappointing, one valuable object has been at­ 
tained and that is the determination of how we may 
proceed toward final results in title matters.” 


Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
The report of the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company for 1914 shows that the number of stations 
added to the system during the year was 44,94(>, 
made up of 30,329 company stations and 14,611 ser­ 
vice, private line and connection stations, making 
Hie total stations, at the close of 1914, 692,933. 
The 
net additions to the plant of the system during the 
year amounted to $3,163,818.56. On December 3’lst 
tile total miles of wire (aerial, underground and sub­ 
marine) for the system was 1,847,410, an increase 
of 41,241 miles during tile year. 
There were ulso 
added during the year 107 private launch exchanges, 
241 miles of jades, 1090 miles of phantom circuits, 
22 miles of subway and 54 miles of duct. The balance 
sheet as of December 31st follows:
